DEFENDANT ELI LILLY AND COMPAN V'S 
MOTION TO TRANSFER TO THE DISTRICT OF MA SSACHUSETTS 

Defendant Eli Lilly and Company ("Lilly") hereby m )ves to transfer this action, 
pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1404(a), to the United States District Court for the District of 
Massachusetts. 

This case should be transferred because the District ( if Massachusetts is a more 
convenient forum than the District of Columbia, the action could have been brought in the 
District of Massachusetts, and transfer out of a district with absol ately no connection to the 
plaintiff's cause of action is in the interest of justice. See 28 U. >.C. § 1404(a) (permitting 
transfer to a district or division where the case could have been br )ught in the first instance); 
Piper Aircraft Co. v. Reyno, 454 U.S. 235, 253 (1981) (district cout enjoys wide discretion in 
deciding whether to transfer an action to a more convenient forum). 

Transfer to the United States District Court for the ] )istrict of Massachusetts is 
appropriate because it is a more convenient forum for the parties and vitnesses: 

• Plaintiff resides in Bellingham, Massachusetts; 

• All of plaintiffs doctors - who allegedly diagnosed and treated plaintiffs 
alleged injuries — are in Massachusetts; 
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• The events allegedly giving rise to plaintif's cause of action — the 
prescription, purchase, and ingestion of DES, as veil as alleged exposure to 
DES and diagnosis of plaintiff's allege( injuries — occurred in 
Massachusetts; 

• Lilly is not aware of a single non-party fact v itness who resides in the 
District of Columbia or is within the subpoena po\ 'er of this Court; 

• This case has no apparent connection to the Distr ct of Columbia except that 
the case was filed here; 

• The interests of justice will not be served by bi rdening the citizens of the 
District of Columbia with a case that has no conne :tion to this forum. 

Therefore, in the interests of justice and for the con' enience of the parties and 
witnesses, the Court should transfer this action to the United States E istrict Court for the District 
of Massachusetts.

Counsel for Lilly has conferred with plaintiffs coun el, as required by L.Cv.R. 
7(m), and plaintiff does not consent to the relief sought in this Motior . 

WHEREFORE, based on the foregoing reasons and t lose more fully set forth in 
the accompanying Memorandum of Points and Authorities in Su| port of this Motion, Lilly 
respectfully requests this Court to grant its motion to transfer this case to the District of 
Massachusetts.
